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Continuation of 3. NOTE: (a). Requested amendment to Specification to replace paragraph at page 3 t line 24-page 4, line 2 is objected 
to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as 

follows: Deletion of the text, " It is understood present invention" changes the breadth of the disclosure as it seeks to exclude 

selection of system configuration based on a single component. Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office 
Action. 

(b) The amendment to claim 1 by adding the term, " presented in a graphical user interface" corresponds to "Nominal recitation of 
technology" and is not persuasive to overcome the rejection of claims 1-2 and 4-8 under 35 USC 101. The claimed invention of claims 
1-2 and 4-8 is directed to non-statutory subject matter as analyzed in the previous final office action. The new term , " presented in a 
graphical user interface" qualifies the choices but the manipulative step of providing does not recite positive use of computer/technology 
and can be implemented manually by providing a paper containing a list of choices presented on a GUI. Mere intended or nominal use 
of a component, albeit within the technological arts, does not confer statutory subject matter to an otherwise abstract idea if the 
component does not apply, involve, use, or advance the underlying process. 

(c) The arguments filed (see Remarks, pages 1-3) with respect to rejection of claims 25, 27 and 29 under 35 USC 101, first paragraph 
have been considered but are not persuasive. Rejection, as presented in the previous office action is sustainable. 

(d) The arguments filed (see Remarks, pages 3-6) with respect to rejection of claims 1-4, 9-13, 17-21 under 35 USC 102 (e) and rejection 
of claims 5-7, 13-15 and 21-23, 26, 28 and 30 under 35 USC 103 (a) have been considered but are not persuasive. Rejections, as 
presented in the previous office action is sustainable. 
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
